The 
text of the agreement reached by the 
Lou.sville conference last night was 
brought to hlxu this morning by a com- 
mittee consisting of Gen. Daniel Lind- 
say, T. H. Baker and T. L. Edelen. They 
handed Governor Taylor a fcopy of the 
agreement, were closeted with him for 
a short time and then departed. As 
they left the building they all express- 
ed themselves as reasonably confident 
that Governor Taylor would acquiesce 
in the terms, but all declared they had 
EO authoritative reason from Governor 
Taylor concerning this belief. 
- Early In the morning, before he had 
received a copy of the agreement, Gov- 
ernor Taylor said:

cuss the agreement before a copy of It 
has reached me.

Washington, Feb. 6. Until the finan- 


cial measure now pending before the 
Senate shall have been 
disposed of

Senate every legislative day to the ex- 
clusion of all except purely routine bus- 
iness. This agreement will have the ef- 
fect of cutting off all debato on "the 
Philippine question or other matters

Mr. Caffrcy of Louisiana today con- 


cluded his speech on the

dence on the Filipinos. 


Mr. Butler ot North Caiolina discuss- 


ed at length the proposed amendment 
to the constitution of North Carolina 
in answer to speeches delivered by Sen- 
ators Morgan, McEneiy, and Money. 


PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


In the Senate 
today Mr. Aldrlch, 


chairman of the finance committee of- 
fered an amendment to tho pending 
financial bill providing that nothing 
In the bill shall interfere with efforts 
to secure international bimetahsm with 
the concurrence of the leading nations 
of the world. 


Mr. Pettus (Ala.) offered an amend- 


ment to the financial bill providing that 
the bill shall not be construed to af- 
fect the present legal tender quality of 
silver dollars coined by the 
United 


States. To the same bill Mi. Chandler 
proposed an amendment providing that 
tne gold dollar of 20.8 giains and the 
silver dollar of 412% gra.ns will be 
the unit of value and that all forms of 
money ifasued or coined by fie United 
Sates shail be maintained at that pari- 
ty of value and that United States 
notes and treasury notes when present- 
ed at the treasury for redemption shall 
be redeemed in gold or silver coin of 
buch standard. 


Mr. Jones (Ark.) also ga\e notice of 


an amendment to the i,ame bill pro- 
viding for an errerger.cy fund of ?50,- 
000.000 in the treasury notes. A joint 
resolution authorizing the President to 
appoint ore woman commissioner to 
represent the United States and the 
national society ot the Daughters of 
the American Revolution at the unveil- 
ing gftthe statue of Lafayette at the 
exposition at Paris was passed. 


MR. CAFFERY RESUMES. 


Mr. Caffery resumed his speech on 


the Philippine question. Mr. Caffery 
quoted from eminent authorities on 
constitutional law in support of his po- 
sition that the Filipinos by the exten- 
sion of the constitution over them be- 
came citizens of the United States. He 
then said: "You have America. Adorn 
it. Let us not encircle the brow of 
Columbia with a bloody wreath. Let 
us encircle with roses the brow of the 
goddess of liberty." 


Later In answer to Mr. Hoar he said: 
"I am glad that Massachusetts'has 


on this floor a worthy successor of 
Webster and Sumner and that he stand 
forth as the guardian of constitutional 
right and constitutional law." 


Mr. Caffery, discussing the situation 


in the Philippines at the beginning of 
the hostilities with 
the 
insurgents, 


maintained that 
the 
United States, 


through Admiral Dewey, had recogniz- 
ed the Filipino flag. 


"What aie we going to do with them? 


Are we to permit for all time a des- 
potic rule of them—a rule that was in- 
tolerable to the great men of the past? 
Can the constitution cf 
the 
United 


States embrace within its 
haly arms 


arms such people—head 
hunters and 


savages—and make them 
forever citi- 


ezns of the United States? If they are 
incapable of ieochln.g our standard of 
government anrt civilization 
tJien we 


ought to get rid of them as soon as we 
can. I do not want 
them and the 


American people do not want them. 


"Of course there are certain responsi- 


bilities resting upon us. We must see 
that peace is restored in the islands and 
that some 
government Is established 


there. When once the status quo is re- 
stored, however, we should let them go 
their way and not InnocuIatP our citi- 
zenship with the poison of theirs." 


At the 
conclusion of Mr. Cattery's 


speech a bill increasing the limit of 
cost of the public building at Salt Lake 
City to $000,000 was passed. 


MR. BUTLER'S SPEECH. 


The proposed suffrage-amendment to 


the constitution of North Carolina was 
made the text of an elaborate speech 
by Mr. Butler (N. C.). It was In the 
nature of a reply to the speeches of Mr. 
Morgan (Ala); Mr. McEnery (La.) and 
Mr. Money (Miss.). The speech was In 
the nature of a legal argument against 
the proposed amendment, Mr. Butler 
maintaining that It was clearly un- 
constitutional.

Judge Taft has been In 
Washington several days, presumably 
coming at the request of the President. 
This morning he called at the White 
House a little before 10 o'clock in 
•company with Judge Day, former sec- 
retary of state and later president <f 
the Paris peace commission. They re- 
mained with the President until the 
cabinet met at 11 o'clock and rejoined 
him after the cabinet had adjourned. 


On leaving the White House, Judge 


Taft stated that the commission of 
which ho had been appointed president 
would sail for the Philippines soon at- 
ter March 15, and its special mission 
would be the establishment of a civil 
government for the islands. Further 
than that he was not at liberty to 
speak. It is understood that the other 
members of the commission will be 
designated within a very short time, 
and that the special Instructions which 
will guide them In the discharge of 
their duties \i'll be prepare^ at as early 
a day as possible. 


The appointment of this commission 


Is carrying out the suggestions of the 
present Philippine commission which 
will shortly go out of existence. Some 
of the members of the old commission 
it is said, will Le appointed on the 
new one.

THE HAWAIIAN ISLANDS- 


Maj. Chas. E. Davis Tells of the 


Health Condition There. 


Albant, Feb. 5. 
Major Charles E, 


Davis, late surgeon of the First New 
York volunteers (who were stationed 
at Honolulu during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war), was once health commission- 
er of this city. He has just returned 
from Europe, where he has studied the 
hospitals, camp hygiene and city sani- 
tation. He makes the following state- 
ments upon the health conditions in the 
Hawaiian islands: 


"The chief part of the city trade is 


carried on in a space of about one-half 
a mile square, closely built, densely 
populated and largely made up of one 
or two story houses. 
In this part of 


the city Chinese, Japanese and some 
natives are fouud m great numbers; 
they generally live and 
sleep In one 


room, and the small yards in the rear 
of their houses aie entirely taken up 
with cesspool and vault. On one or two 
of the principal streets it is impossi- 
ble for pedestrians to travel without 
being met everywhere by the most ob- 
noxious odors. No part of this city has 
had a sewerage system until the pres- 
ent time, when one is being construct- 
ed through the main thoroughfares. If 
the history of other cities repeats it- 
self here it will be some years before 
this comes into general use. At present 
all refuse 
matter is disposed of in 


cesspools; 
in 
many cases they are 


properly built and regularly 
pumped 


out by scavangers, but in the majority 
of cases they consist of holes in the 
ground with wooden boxes sunk into 
them. In many cases refuse is cast up- 
on the ground to decay and rot In the 
tropical sun. This condition of affairs 
has continued for the past fltty years. 
The city is honeycombed with cesspools 
and vaults. 
The 
outlying districts, 


where it is not so closely built, has 
added to this the pestilential nuisance 
of rice, taro and banana patches which 
are constantly flooded with water. In- 
terspersed here and there will be seen 
duck ponds 
or 
pig 
sties; so that 


viewed from a height overlooking the 
city, the picture is not unlike Venice 
with its many canals. These pools of 
stagnant water, added to the lakes and 
lagoons in the public parks, are favora- 
ble breeding grounds for all kinds of 
disease, especially so in their climate. 
Add to these conditions lava dust (of 
which the atmosphere is full) and at 
times covers everything in clouds, and 
Is so fine that 
It 
penetrates one's 


clothing; a water supply which, partly 
artesian, and partly 
collected 
from 


mountain streams (admittedly so full of 
decomposed vegetable matter that it 
Is the rule to boll it before it is diunk); 
an even temperature 
which 
seldom 


falls below 72, with sunshine and rain 
almost daily during the winter or wet 
season; with very little 
attempt at 


street cleaning, and you have the con- 
ditions which are bound to breed dis- 
ease wherever they exist. 


In this city o( 30,000 inhabitants of 


mixed races, the death rate1 is 35 per 
cent, per thousand or thereabouts. 


Typhoid fever has been constantly on 


the increase and is always endemic; 
pernicious, tropical malaria is a com- 
mon complaint, while rheumatism, ca- 
tarrh and bronchltls'are very prevalent. 
Climatic conditions are especially bad 
for rheumatism or lung troubles. 


The death rate is steadily Increas- 


ing, as the Incomplete records of the 
board of health show. 
The causes of 


death have not been carefully Tecv,rd- 
ed, and until the last few months Inter- 
ments were made without permits. 
,The mortality is greatest among the 
natives. 


Now that these-Islands have been an- 


nexed, the people who live there should 
look at these conditions as they exist, 
fairly and squarely, and let the United 
States Government know just how bad- 
ly they need some active health-work 
done. 


The question of leprosy alone la in- 


ternational, now that we have adopted 
1200 lepers In these Islands, with more 
In. Cuba, Puerto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, some national health legislation 
must be the result, and this disease 
properly segregated and treated in a 
more complete -way. 


New hospitals should be constructed 


on the Island of Molokai for these af- 
flicted people to live, work and be treat- 
ed In. At present no attempt is made 
at treatment or classification of cases. 
This disease being now more than ever 
a possible factor In the disease* of the 
states, it becomes a national question 
and one of the greatest Importance,

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington, Feb. 0. The Philippine 


question again occupied the attention 
of the House today with a slight di- 
gression concerning the war in South 
Africa. The feature of the debate was 
the speech of Mr. Williams (Miss.), who 
presented an argument against the an- 
nexation of the Philippines which at- 
tracted much attention. It was devot- 
ed almost entirely to the commercial 
aspects of the acquisition, holding that 
the absorption of the islands would be 
ultimately ruinous to the American 
producers of cotton, rice, tobacco, hemp 
and sugar. Mr. Morris (Minn.) made 
an exhaustive legal argument in sup- 
port of the right to hold and govern 
the Islands. The other speakers were 
Messrs. Gibson (Tenn.), W. A. and H. 
C. Smith (Mich.), Cochran (Mo.) and 
Neville (Neb ). 


The general debate on the diplomatic 


bill closed today and tomorrow it will 
be taken up for amendment under the 
five minute rule. 


PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


At the opening of the session of the 


House today the speaker laid before 
the House an invitation to Congress 
from Secretary Root to attend the fu- 
neral services over the remains of the 
late Gen. LawtAi at the Church of the 
Covenant, Friday afternoon. The flnal 
conference report upon the urgent de- 
ficiency bill was agreed to 
The debate 


upon the diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation bill was then resumed un- 
der an agreements to close general de- 
bate at 5 o'clock today. 


Mr. Gibson (Tenn.) opened the de- 


bate today with a general argument in 
favor of expansion, reviewing the ac- 
quisitions of territory from the foun- 
dation o£ the government to show thac 
expansion had been a national policy 
since its inception. 


We were, he said, expansionists by 


heredity and destiny. If Bryan had 
been elected President in 1S96 instead 
of McKinley. Mr. Gibson said, he be- 
lieved the Spanish war would have oc- 
curred as it did. Dewey would have 
fought Montojo in Manila bay, the 
United States would have acquired the 
Philippines, Bryan would /.ave been 
engaged in putting down the insurrec- 
tion and every Democrat on the other 
side would have been shouting "hur- 
rah" and "amen." 


Mr. Williams (Miss.), a member of 


the foreign affairs committee, submit- 
ted an argument against the annexation 
of the Philippines from a commercial 
standpoint. 


It was not very lofty to discuss this 


question from the standpoint of dollars 
and cents, but the spirit of commercial- 
ism made it necessary. He said he 
would undertake to show that from the 
standpoint of American agricultural 
industry and American labor, the an- 
nexation of the Philippines would be 
disadvantageous In comparison with 
what could be done under comparative- 
ly free trade relations. He believed 
that if we aided the Filipinos in setting 
up a stable government there we could 
obtain perpetual free entry 
for our 


goods and escape the qdestion that was 
perplexing us. 


The cost of maintaining an army of 


65,000 men, which would be necessary 
If we retained the Philippines, would 
be three times ahe value of imports 
and exports of the Islands. 


Mr. Morris (Minn.) followed Mr. Wil- 


liams. He thought there were higher 
and nobler Issues involved In the ac- 
quisition of the Philippines than the 
benefits to our trade. 


He devoted himself to the constitu- 


tional view of the case, arguing that 
the right to acquire territory had be- 
come established by the decisions of the 
courts. 


Mr. Neville (Neb.) in opposing an- 


nexation, said be had promised 
his 


constituents never to vote for the sup- 
port of the Sultan of Sulu with his 
eight wives and 146 slaves. 


SUBJECT TO CONSTITUTION. 


Mr. Cochran (Mo.) said that If we 


were to fovern the Philippines under 
the Constitution. It must be subject to 
all the limitations pi that Instrument. 
He called attention to uie fact that the 
argreement made with the Sultan of 
Sulu recognized slavery and was there- 
tore Jbj violation to the amendment to 
the Cfnatttutlon which provided that 
slavery should be forever 
prohibited

The peace conference so-called com-

The report of Commissioner A. R. 


Nickerson, of the sea and shore fisher- 
ies, has been made to the Governor 
and Council and Iplaced on file. The 
commissioner uas considerable of inter- 
est to say, this year, of this Important 
industry which furnishes remunerate 
employment to so many people along 
the coast of Maine. 


The looster usheries of the state, 


which are recognized as one of the 
leading of all classes of fisheries, have 
been fairly good for 1899. Of 'them 
Commissioner Niekerson says: 


"This branch shows an

production over that of 189S. Accord- 
ing to my report for that year theie 
were caught 8,178,332, and 
in 1899 


8,2,67,506, showing a gain in number of 
89,174, and a gain| in value over 1898 of 
$169,257.00.

The average number of lobsters caught 
by each man engaged in 98 was 2,635, 
in '99 was 2,653.

The American Fisher 
les Co.. which owns and operates al 
the factories in our state put their 
plants in order, employing about 60 
men for a month, and also had severa 
of their steamers patrolling our coasl 
to report the first sign of the appear- 
ance of fish, but after a thorough ex- 
amination and search, they closed the 
factories and ordered their boats to 
southern waters, ^here they caught 
menhaden in gerat abundance.

"Clams show a falling off in the pro- 


duction, owing somewhat to the enact-

The Sebasticook & Moosehead, that 


unfortunate little railroad that started 
out with bright hopes and ambitions, 
but which, after floundering around 
hopelessy, came to an abrupt terminus 
in the woods at the edge of a little 
stream, has again had its troubles aired 
in court. It has been there before sev- 
eral times, as its business has become 
almost hopelessly 
involved. 
There 


have been mortgages to carry the 
freight and so many different owners 
that the principle shareholder confes- 
ses that he has been unable to keep 
track of them. 


This last action is brought by the 


Mercantile Trust Co., trustee for the 
bond holders, of which W. J. Hayes & 
Son, of Cleveland and Boston, are the 
principle oneb. Their ease was cared 
for by Hon. Orville D. Baker, of Augus- 
ta, and J. W. Mansou, Esq , of Pitts- 
field. The action is brought to get a 
dccice of foreclosure from the court ! 
and was opposed by Contractor Davis I 
one of the principal creditors of the 
road. He was represented by Hon. 
H. M. Heath of Augusta and Wallace 
Wilson of Boston. 


When the railroad was started W. J. 


Hayes & Son contracted for 
$250,000 


worth of the bonds to be paid in 
$50,000 lots as the road was completed. 
They took the first block of $50,000 
from the road, retaining $34.000 and 
selling to vanous parties $l'j,000 worth. 
The inteiest on these was paid until 
October, 98, but since then ha^ not 
iieen paid. 


Of ihe second $50 000, most of which i 


was ibsued b> the railroad as collateral 
:o secure its loans. W. J. Hayes & 
Son took $ll,00u as collateral on a loan 
ot $7,000.

Cambridge Savings Bank, which had 
also been held as collateial; $11,000 
from the North End Savings Bank, also

ing $13.000 of the second block of

Mr. Davis, the cieditor who opposes

of bonds, the chaige being that some o 
the signatures vveie foiged in order t 
ii'ake the issue possible.

About 4% 
miles ot steel are laid beyond and thi 
is used only occasionally for freight 
no passenger trains being run over i: 
A train is run over it several times 
week at times in order to get o 
wood, etc , along the line. It is consid 
eied by all parties concerned that it i 
for thp best interest of the road 
the bondholders to have it completec 
as originally intended and that it wil 
then be able to pay its running ex 
pcnscs and the interest on its indebted 
ness. 


The hearing began before Judge

The 
rolling stock was in bad condition. Tho 
cars needed a thorough 
overhauling 


and extensive repairs. Of the two en- 
rines owned by the road one was only 
it for the scrap heap. The other was 
n the shops being repaired and he con- 
idered that it would take at least $1000 
o put it into good running order. The 
oad bed was in poor condition. Scarce- 
y any repairs had been made on it 
ince It had been built, with the ex- 
eptton of the placing of enough new 
ies to make it safe to run trains over 
he road. One of the bridges was in 
bad shape and would have to be thor- 
oughly repaired the coming spring or 
eplaced with a fill. He considered that 
a foreclosure, as requested, would be 
or the best interests of all the bond 
holders.
